Hardy Bulbous Iris You 


Can Grow 


DMIRERS of the iris will 
find this group to be valu- 
able additions to their 

collections. Flowering in late 
June and early July, they follow 
the bearded and Siberian irises, 
prolonging the display and pro- 
ducing flowers of a distinct type 
and quality of coloring. The 
colors are clear and brilliant, and 
the petals are delicate, but of ex- 
cellent substance. They make 
quality cut flowers, lasting fully 
a week in water. 


The Dutch iris have displaced 
the Spanish iris, from which they 
were developed. Both they and 
the English iris are successfully 
grown in localities which have 
sub-zero temperatures in the 
winter. In the cold winter states 
they should have the protection 
of a heavy mulch, applied after 
the ground has frozen and should 
be planted in a location where 
spring growth is not unduly 
stimulated, so they will not get 
a premature start, and suffer 
injury from belated frosts. 


Bulbs should be dug each year after foliage 
has turned brown. They should be cured 
quickly in a dry location, and only the largest 
bulbs should be replanted for flowering. The 
smaller bulbs can be grown in a nursery row 
until they reach flowering size. The increase 
is rapid and bulbs which are not lifted will 
crowd and stop flowering. 


ENGLISH IRIS 


These magnificent bulbous Irises thrive in any 
ordinary garden soil but prefer a good loam. The 
earlier the planting, after beginning of September, 
the greater the success; the bulbs should be planted 
4 inches deep. The varieties we have especially se- 
lected as being the very finest and most distinct in 
cultivation, and they will be found as strikingly 
beautiful in color as many of the sumptuous orchids.

HOW TO GROW LILIES 


ILIES are so beautiful, so fragrant, we are likely to think them 
too fine for the amateur to grow. But many are hardy, thrifty 
flowers, capable of surviving conditions which would evercome 

flowers much less beautiful. Grow them in the border in small groups,

display. They blossom, as a rule, in midsummer, when fine flowers | 


are at a premium. 


Outdoor Culture—When planting lilies out-of-doors, see that they 
have a well drained position, and where they will be shaded from very 
hot sun. Such places can usually be found around the shrub borders, 
and in the hardy plant border. Never mix manure in the soil around 
lilies, but enrich with a standard commercial plant food or with bone 
meal. Many varieties are termed “stemrooters,”’ that is, they develop 
roots on the stem up to two or three inches from the ground. These 
roots aré voracious feeders, and on them depend greatly the number 
and size of flowers. When they appear, the plant should receive a top- 
dressing of good rich soil on which they can feed freely. Spade over the 
ground thoroughly to a depth of 18 inches before planting lilies. Plant 
the bulbs 4 to 6 inches deep, depending on their size and the soil, deeper 
in light soil. Put some sand under and around the bulbs, and after 
covering protect with six or eight inches of leaves or other litter, which 
must be removed in late spring. 


Indoor Culture—Lilies should be potted immediately upon re- 
ceipt, if intended for growing in pots or for forcing. In potting use a 
compost of fibrous loam and sweet decomposed leaf soil, with plenty | 
of coarse sand or a mixture of good peat, Joam, and sand, adding to | 
the compost a few pieces of charcoal. See that the pot is well drained. 
The bulb should be set about half-way down in the pot and barely 
covered with soil, thus leaving room to top-dress and fill the pot with 
more soil when stem-roots appear above the bulb. After potting, 
give a thorough watering and set outside in a cold frame or shady 
situation, then cover with ashes or long straw. After they have stood | 
from three weeks to a month and thoroughly rooted, bring inside, in | 
a temperature of about 60°; let the plants grow slowly under a bench 
or some other suitable place until about 6 inches high; then place on 
top of the bench in full light. An occasional application of liquid cow 
manure, starting about six weeks before flowering time, will stimulate 
the plant wonderfully. Thorough rooting is essential.

sunny, well drained place. Each plant should have at least 
eighteen inches clear space from other irises, as it will grow in a 
circle and many varieties spread rapidly. The rhizome, or fleshy 
root stock from which the leaves and roots grow, should be 
barely covered with soil, with the roots properly spread below, 
and the soil well firmed about them. 


Until the plant is estab- 


lished, give it frequent attention, watering in dry spells. In the first winter, after the ground has frozen, a 
light mulch to prevent thawing and heaving will be beneficial.

A mulch over late planted bulbs 
placed after the ground is frozen, will prevent 
thawing and heaving.

Planting Method: Select three or four 
sturdy stems and cut clean away all 
others, prune the selected stems back to 
four or five eyes. Set the plant deeply, 
so that the crown where the stems unite 
is covered and the stems rise out of the 
soil. When frosts begin hill soil six or 
seven inches high around each plant, 
and cover the ground about them with 
several inches of dry leaves, or strawy 
manure. In the spring, dead wood should 
be cut away and each stem cut back to 
three eyes.
